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Fitch downgrades UBS; 
puts EU, US banks on 
watch 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - Fitch 
ratings agency downgraded 
Swiss bank UBS yesterday 
while putting 12 other major 
European and US banks on 
negative ratings watches, amid 
worries over fragile global 
growth. 

While UBS was dropped 
one notch on the basis that 
Fitch no longer believes the 
Swiss government is an ab¬ 
solute guarantor of its stability, 
the other banks were cited for 


heavy reliance on short-term 
funding and volatile earnings 
in a period of great market 
stress. 

Among the 12 banks were 
BNP Paribas, Credit Suisse, 
Deutsche Bank, Goldman 
Sachs, Morgan Stanley and 
Societe Generale. 

Earlier yesterday Fitch 
downgraded two British banks 
as well, citing the reduced like¬ 
lihood of further government 
support. 


US officials brief China, Russia, 
Turkey on alleged plot 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States has sent top offi¬ 
cials to China, Russia and 
Turkey to brief counterparts 
there about the alleged Iranian 
plot to kill the Saudi ambassa¬ 
dor in Washington, a US offi¬ 
cial said yesterday. 

The "briefing teams" in¬ 
clude officials from various 
government agencies who "are 
well-versed in how this case 
came forward and on the de¬ 
tails," the senior State Depart¬ 
ment official told reporters on 


condition of anonymity. 

The decision to send the 
teams, which could travel to 
other countries, comes as the 
State Department ordered all 
its embassies to mobilize their 
host countries against Iran over 
the alleged plot. 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Victoria Nuland said 
Wednesday that several coun¬ 
tries did not apply sanctions 
against Iran as strongly as they 
might 


September boasts more spectacular 
tourism results for Aruba’s Tourism 



ORANJESTAD - Historically 
September has been one of the 
slowest tourism months for 
Aruba, with the lowest amount 
of tourists visiting the island. 
However, the Aruba Tourism 
Authority is very pleased to 
announce that this September 
was a remarkable month. The 
amount of visitors to Aruba in 
the month of September has 
surpassed the amount received 
in September 2010. This Sep¬ 
tember 2011 Aruba received a 
whopping 63.906 visitors, 
compared to the 58.333 re¬ 
ceived in September 2010. 
This represents a growth of 
9.55%. 

The increase originates par¬ 
ticularly from our Latin Amer¬ 
ican market. 

Latin America: 

The Latin American market 
has shown a significant in¬ 
crease in tourist arrivals. In the 
month of September, this re¬ 
gion has shown an increase of 
36.71%. Every market in the 
Latin American region has 
shown an increase with 
Venezuela in the lead. The 
amount of visitors from 
Venezuela increased by 4.457 
more visitors, which is equal to 
40.97% compared to Septem¬ 
ber of 2010! Next in line is Ar¬ 


gentina with an increase of 
146.19%, or 671 more visitors 
than in 2010. This is followed 
by Brazil, which promises to 
be a very strong market. This 
market also saw a significant 
increase, namely, 16,28%. 

In addition to the natural 
tendency for growth from the 
Latin American market, the 
first edition of the “Aruba 
Music Explosion” definitely 
stimulated more visitors to 
come to Aruba in the third 
week of September. This obvi¬ 
ously contributed greatly to the 
increase noted. 

Visitor arrivals especially 
from Venezuela doubled in the 
week of the Music Explosion. 
In 2010 there were 1576 visi¬ 


tors during that week, whereas 
for the same week this year 
2011 the amount of visitors 
was 3360! 

Not only did Aruba receive 
an outstanding increase in 
tourist arrivals during the week 
of the Music Explosion from 
the Latin markets, but also sig¬ 
nificant and priceless media 
coverage and promotion. 

North America: 

From North America, 
which is Aruba’s principal 
market, we have experienced a 
slight drop of 1.9%. This, we 
believe is due to the economic 
difficulties confronting the US 
market.

Rutte says Zorreguieta 
debate "premature" 


THE HAGUE - Premier 
Mark Rutte does not want to 
go into the question of 
whether the father of Princess 
Maxima can be present at the 
coronation of Willem- 
Alexander. 

Jorge Zorreguieta was 
agriculture minister in the Ar¬ 
gentine regime of the dictator 
Videla. For this reason, he 
was not allowed to be present 
in 2001 when his daughter 
Maxima married the Dutch 
Crown Prince. 

Labour (PvdA) said this 
week that Zorreguieta could 
not be present when Willem- 
Alexander takes over his 
mother's throne either. The 
Socialist Party (SP) and left- 
wing Greens (GroenLinks) 


backed the PvdA. 

Rutte does not however 
wish to take any position 
now. Because it is not known 
when the change of monarch 
will take place, the premier 
termed the discussion 'un¬ 
timely'. He indicated that a 
cabinet will deal very care¬ 
fully with this question when 
it appears. 

Last year, Rutte had al¬ 
ready said at one point that 
Zorregueta could be at the 
coronation as far as he was 
concerned. He was at the 
time responding to PvdA 
leader Job Cohen, who had in 
fact proposed this. Now how¬ 
ever, the PvdA is thus opting 
for the contrary position 

US wants Mexico aid to 


US wants Mexico aid to combat cartels 
to cover wider plots 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Senior US officials said yes¬ 
terday they wanted to ensure 
financial aid being sent to 
Mexico to combat drug gangs 
could also be used foil plots 
like that involving Iran this 
week. 

"Obviously we want to en¬ 
sure that the support, the 
equipment, the assistance, the 
cooperation that we are pro¬ 
viding to and with the gov¬ 
ernment of Mexico could 
also address this sort of 
threat," William Brownfield, 
assistant secretary of state for 
counter-narcotics, told a con¬ 
gressional hearing. 

"What we obviously have 
to do, and are doing, is as¬ 
sessing the nature of our pro¬ 


grams, the organizations we 
are working with... to ensure 
that they are better able to ad¬ 
dress this sort of threat in the 
future," he said. 

US authorities on Tuesday 
accused two Iranians of plot¬ 
ting to assassinate the Saudi 
Arabian ambassador to 
Washington, and hiring a 
drug cartel member who was 
in fact a US informant to 
carry out the killing for $1.5 
million. 

Brownfield told lawmak¬ 
ers that the high level of co¬ 
operation between US and 
Mexican agencies through 
the drug trafficking-focused 
Merida Initiative was key to 
uncovering the plot. 

Ileana Ros-Lehtinen, head 


of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee, however told the 
hearing that US agencies 
need to change their ap¬ 
proach to the Mexican gangs. 

"We must stop looking at 
the drug cartels today solely 
from a law enforcement per¬ 
spective and consider desig¬ 
nating these narco-trafficking 
networks a foreign terrorist 
organizations," she told the 
hearing. 

Republican congressman 
Connie Mack, who heads the 
House subcommittee on 
Latin America, backed that 
approach and argued "if you 
are unwilling to identify the 
problem correctly, you are 
unable to put policy forward 
to combat it."

Those who have never enjoyed 
the love and devotion of a ca¬ 
nine companion perhaps can¬ 
not truly understand how much 
they give and how little they 
ask in return. What is even sad¬ 
der than a neglected animal 
that protects the home and is 
always ready to return a thou¬ 
sand fold the slightest bit of af¬ 
fection from its master, is how 
often some owners unthink¬ 
ingly decide to put down a dog 
that could be saved with some 
care; they are far more resilient 
than many would imagine. 

One of the newest additions 
to the almost 80 dogs living in 
the home of Kiki Arndt, 
founder of Foundation Cas An¬ 
imal, is an excellent example.

Kiki found Julian about one 
month ago, and after a good 
cleaning up, regular feedings 
and treatment for the anemia 
caused by tick disease, he was 
ready for his eye operation. He 
had one broken leg, which has 
healed up nicely, and all his 


legs are straightening 
out with a proper diet. 

The vet predicted he 
would be “out of it” for 
at least a week after the 
operation, but Julian was 
up and lively the very 
next day, eager to return 
to his new home. 

Our “after” picture 
shows Julian with his 
coat coming in nicely, 
and Kiki described him 
as looking like a “cinna¬ 
mon dusted donut” when 
it first started growing 
back. “He is a very smart 
dog,” she observes, “after 
only two days he re¬ 
sponded to his name. He 
was extremely timid 
when I first brought him 
into the shelter, but now 
he stands up for his 
place against the other 
males, and he adores 
playing with the young pup¬ 
pies.” Julian is a relatively 
young dog, perhaps 18 months 
old, and will be neutered in an¬ 
other week or two. He is a fine 
example of how well a dog 
can bounce back, when many 
would not consider them 
worth saving. Kiki hopes 
someone will adopt him; if 
not, he will be a permanent 
resident of her no-kill facility.

If you wish to adopt 
a dog, Kiki will assist you in 
the process, as it is much easier 
to return to the U.S. with an 
Aruban dog than you might 
think. If not one of the many 
cute puppies she has needing a 
good home, than perhaps a 
lovable stray you may have be¬ 
friended on the beach or 
streets.

The dire economic situation 
has caused American vacation¬ 
ers to be more cautious 
spenders. The Mid Atlantic, 
Western, South-East and Mid- 
Western regions registered a 
decrease in tourist arrivals, 
while the North-Eastern region 
saw an increase. The Canadian 
market grew by 27.41% com¬ 
pared to 2010. 

Europe: 

The European market also 
saw a slight drop of 0.64%. 
Despite the slight drop in Eu¬ 
rope, the Italian market contin¬ 
ues to grow and grew in 
September by 86.38% which is 
184 more visitors. This in¬ 
crease can be attributed to the 
charter flights from Milan to 
Aruba, which began in the 
month of December of last 
year. From the Scandinavian 
countries there was an increase 



The Dutch market (Hol¬ 
land), England, Germany and 
Belgium showed a decrease in 
the month of September com¬ 
pared to that of September 
2010 . 

Aruba welcomed during 
January to September 2011 a 
whopping total of 658.083 vis¬ 
itors, which represents an in¬ 
crease of 6.75% compared to 
the same period last year 2010. 
The amount of visitors last 


year during the period January 
to September was 616.441 vis¬ 
itors who came to Aruba. 

Obviously, ATA is ex¬ 
tremely happy with the results 
mentioned above. They indi¬ 
cated that they are succeeding 
to raise the amount of arrivals 
in the crucial slow months. 
Their efforts are also geared at 
raising the quality of visitors 
and not so much on the quan¬ 
tity. Their vision is not to in¬ 
crease the number of rooms, 
but to keep these to a mini¬ 
mum.

His 
daughter, legislator Keiko Fu¬ 
jimori, made an unsuccessful 
run for president this year. 


GUATEMALA CITY (AFP) - 
At least 15 people died in 
Guatemala as heavy rains bat¬ 
tered Central America, while 
five more were killed in Mex¬ 
ico after a hurricane struck the 
Pacific coast, officials said 
yesterday. 

Including deaths in nearby 
Nicaragua and El Salvador, the 
regional death toll stood at 26. 

In Guatemala, state emer¬ 
gency coordinator David De 
Leon said 48,000 people had 
been forced from their homes 
by torrential rains which have 
drenched the nation over the 
past four days. 

De Leon said 10 deaths 
were confirmed and that offi¬ 
cials were in the process of 
confirming five additional fa¬ 
talities. Local media said the 
Guatemala death toll was be¬ 
tween 20 and 25. 

The rainfall caused land¬ 
slides on several major high¬ 
ways in the Central American 
country. 


El Salvador recorded two 
deaths and Nicaragua saw at 
least four deaths. 

In Mexico, at least five 
deaths which were recorded in 
the wake of Jova, which roared 
ashore as a strong category two 
hurricane Tuesday before 
weakening to a tropical storm. 

An estimated 4,500 people 
were forced from their homes 
in the area including Jalisco 
state. 

The death toll rose to five 
yesterday as officials recov¬ 
ered the body of a man swept 
away by a river in Jalisco. 

Earlier, authorities said a 
21-year-old woman and her 
five-year old daughter were 
killed in a landslide in the 
small community of Melaque, 
and two others died in Tomat- 
lan. 

Jova lost its hurricane status 
Wednesday as it dumped tor¬ 
rential rain across much of 
Mexico's Pacific coast, trigger¬ 
ing flooding and power cuts.

French prosecutors say 
too late to prosecute 
Strauss-Kahn 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Anti-Wall Street protesters 
feared eviction yesterday 
from the Manhattan square 
that is the cradle of their anti¬ 
corporate movement after 
city authorities insisted on 
booting them out for a clean¬ 
up. 

New York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg visited the 
demonstrators in person on 
Wednesday evening to ask 
them to temporarily leave the 
square early today and reas¬ 
sure them that they would be 
allowed back. 

But representatives of 
owners Brookfield Property 
descended on the square yes¬ 
terday morning with police 
and dogs, handing out notices 
to remind protesters that 
camping and use of tents and 
other structures was forbid¬ 
den. 

About 600 people have 
been camping out in Zuccotti 
Park more or less perma¬ 
nently since the occupation 
was launched almost one 
month ago on September 17, 
becoming the epicenter of a 
movement that has spread to 
cities across America. 

The occupation has shown 
more and more signs of per¬ 
manence: food stalls have 
sprung up, an infirmary, an 
information desk, a video 
room, even a library. 

Brookfield now says 
enough is enough and set a 
deadline of 7:00 am today to 
begin leaving the area. 

’’Conditions in the park 
have deteriorated, presenting 
health and cleanliness issues 
which must be addressed,” 
the owners said in a state¬ 
ment. 


The park ’’will be re¬ 
opened to the public for law¬ 
ful uses consistent with our 
regulations,” the statement 
added, fueling protesters’ 
fears that something more 
sinister is afoot. 

Brookfield insisted that 
they would not be kicking 
people out permanently as 
long as their laws were re¬ 
spected. 

”We intend to clean the 
park in sections so that one 
third of the park will be 
cleaned at a time while the re¬ 
maining portions of the park 
can continue to be used,” the 
statement said. 

”It will be necessary for 
the public to leave the portion 
of the park being cleaned 
while cleaning operations are 
underway, and to remove any 
possessions.” 

Protesters denied there 
were any health dangers and 
said they were fully capable 


of looking after themselves. 

”We have sanitation. We 
have cleaned since the begin¬ 
ning, they should let us do 
that,” said Cynthia Villareal. 

Although the sit-in 
demonstration numbers only 
a few hundred people, 
swelling to several thousand 
during marches, Occupy Wall 
Street has struck a powerful 
note among US politicians 
and the media. 

Smaller sister demonstra¬ 
tions have popped up in cities 
across the country. 

Bloomberg has pledged to 
let protesters stay at Zuccotti 
Park in lower Manhattan’s fi¬ 
nancial district so long as 
they respect the law, but the 
fledgling movement has al¬ 
ready had several run-ins 
with the authorities.

PARIS (AFP) - French pros¬ 
ecutors dropped a sex assault 
probe into former IMF chief 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn 
yesterday, saying he admitted 
trying to kiss the alleged vic¬ 
tim but the case was too old 
to prosecute.

”Mr Strauss-Kahn admit¬ 
ted trying to kiss Miss 
Banon,” a judicial official 
told reporters. ”He does not 
admit sexual assault, but 
that’s his opinion. The magis¬ 
trate for his part said it could 
be regarded as a sexual as¬ 
sault.” 

The Paris prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice said in a statement: 
’’Even if a prosecution for at¬ 
tempted rape could not be

Banon had already said 
she would attempt to bring a 
private prosecution if the 
prosecutor’s office refused to 
take the case, in which case 
an independent investigating 
magistrate will have to recon¬ 
sider the evidence.

South Africa tightens rules for 
foreigners to make families 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
In the wake of Madonna’s 
adoptions in nearby Malawi, 
and a commercial surrogacy 
boom in India, South Africa is 
laying out stricter rules for 
foreigners looking to make 
families here. 

Last month a court in Pre¬ 
toria set out guidelines for for¬ 
eigners looking to hire a 
surrogate mother in South 
Africa. In 2010, a new child 
welfare law made it tougher 
for foreigners to adopt. 

The overall message is that 
children born in South Africa 
are better off in their own 
country, and foreigners need 
to show a commitment to liv¬ 
ing here if they want to use 
South Africans to help them 
make a family. 

In the case last month, a 
Dutch and Danish couple won 
permission to use a surrogate. 
In the ruling, the court in Pre¬ 
toria laid out guidelines that 
will now direct how future 
cases will be resolved. 

Surrogacy has been legal in 
South Africa since 2006, and 
the constitution guarantees 
equal protection for gays, 
which courts have routinely 
cited in allowing same-sex 
couples to adopt or use surro¬ 
gates. 

For foreigners, the ruling 
essentially means that they 
must intend to stay in South 
Africa long-term. The couple 
involved in the case intends to 
settle here permanently, the 
court ruling said. 


South African law specifi¬ 
cally prohibits commercial 
surrogacy. The court cast a 
wary eye on India, where the 
practise was allowed in 2002, 
creating an "assisted reproduc¬ 
tive" industry that in 2008 was 
valued at $450 million a year. 

This has attracted families 
from wealthier countries who 
hire Indian surrogates for far 
less than the process would 
cost in their home nations — 
something South Africa is 
keen to avoid. 

The court warned that "par¬ 
ticularly in countries such as 
ours with deep socio-eco¬ 
nomic disparities and preva¬ 
lence of poverty, that the 
possibility of abuse of under¬ 
privileged women is a real and 
ever-present danger". 

Every surrogacy agreement 
in South Africa requires ap¬ 
proval from a court that must 
find the arrangement was 
reached "for altruistic rather 
than commercial reasons", the 
court said. 

Surrogate mothers can only 
receive money to pay for ex¬ 
penses related to the preg¬ 
nancy, such as health 
insurance or maternity 
clothes, said Jennifer Currie, 
founder of the Baby-2 Mom 
agency, which specialises in 
egg donations. 

The rules have also been 
tightened for foreigners seek¬ 
ing to adopt. 

Since a new child welfare 
law was passed last year, for¬ 
eigners are required to live in

South Africa for five years be¬ 
fore they can adopt — even 
though South Africa has 1.9 
million AIDS orphans. 

Most of those children are 
absorbed into extended fami¬ 
lies or communities and are 
not housed in institutions. 
Only about 600 are considered 
"legally adoptable", with just 
200 children legally adopted 
last year, according to official 
figures. 

The new law was drafted as 
Madonna was adopting her 
second child in Malawi, stir¬ 
ring controversy about 
wealthy foreigners taking 
home African children.

NASA to launch 
weather-climate 
satellite Oct 27 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
satellite that aims to help 
weather forecasters predict ex¬ 
treme storms and offer scien¬ 
tists a better view of climate 
change is being readied for 
launch this month, NASA said 
The 1.5 billion dollar Na¬ 
tional Polar-orbiting Opera¬ 
tional Environmental Satellite 
System Preparatory Project 
(NPP) is the first to measure 
both short and long term 
changes in weather and cli¬ 
mate, the US space agency 
said. 

"This is really the first mis¬ 
sion that is designed to provide 
observations for both weather 
forecasters and climate re¬ 
searchers," said Jim Gleason, 
NPP project scientist. 

The SUV-sized satellite 
will carry five instruments to 
study temperature and water in 
the atmosphere, how clouds 
and aerosols affect tempera¬ 
ture, and how plants on land 
and in the ocean respond to en¬ 
vironmental changes. 

The satellite is one of 14 
Earth observation missions 
currently being managed by 
NASA. Project managers said 
they hope it will operate for 
about five years. 

The timing could not be 
better, after a year in which the 
United States saw 10 major 
and costly weather events — 
from tornadoes to hurricanes - 
- according to Louis Uccellini, 
director of the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Ad¬ 
ministration's National Centers 


for Environmental Prediction. 

"2011 has been the year of 
the billion-dollar weather dis¬ 
asters," Uccellini said, listing 
off a series of 10 fires, floods, 
tornadoes and hurricanes that 
cost the United States one bil¬ 
lion dollars each. 

"We expect to improve our 
forecast skills and extend those 
forecast skills out to five to 
seven days in advance for hur¬ 
ricanes, severe weather out¬ 
breaks and other extreme 
weather events," he said. 

He added that the satellite is 
carrying infrared and mi¬ 
crowave instruments that are 
"basically equivalent to a slight 
improvement over what we are 
using with the European satel¬ 
lites." 

However, since NPP will 
circle the Earth at a height of 
512 miles (820 kilometers) and 
will be in a polar orbit, it will 
help fill in data gaps left by 
European weather observato¬ 
ries, he said. 

The European Space 
Agency last year launched 
CryoSat-2, the third so-called 
"Earth Explorer" satellite put 
into orbit by the agency in just 
over a year. 

The Gravity field and 
Ocean Circulation Explorer 
(GOCE) mission launched in 
March 2009, and the Soil 
Moisture and Ocean Salinity 
(SMOS) mission followed in 
November. 

All three missions are de¬ 
signed to study the effect of 
human activity on Earth's nat¬ 
ural processes

The ROSAT Satellite 

BERLIN (AFP) - A German 
satellite around the size of a 
car is speeding towards Earth, 
officials said this week, due to 
re-enter the atmosphere later 
this month but with little idea 
where fragments could land. 

The x-ray observatory, 
named ROSAT, is expected to 
return to Earth between Octo¬ 
ber 20 and 25, travelling at a 
speed of around 28,000 kilo¬ 
metres (17,000 miles) per 
hour, the German Aerospace 
Centre (DLR) said in a state¬ 
ment. 

"The latest studies reveal 
that it is possible that up to 30 
individual pieces weighing a 
total of 1.6 tonnes may reach 
the surface of the Earth," the 
DLR said in a statement on its 
website. 

“The time and location of 
re-entry cannot be predicted 
precisely," added the agency, 
citing fluctuations in solar ac¬ 
tivity for the uncertainty. 

The satellite could re-enter 
the atmosphere three days be¬ 
fore or after this range, the 
DLR said, stressing there was 
very little danger to humans. 

Last month, a bus-sized 
US satellite that hurtled un- 
predictably toward Earth 
crossed over Africa and the 
northern Atlantic before 
plunging into the Pacific 
Ocean off California, NASA 
said. 

There were no sightings or 
reliable accounts of damage 
as the six-tonne Upper At¬ 
mosphere Research Satellite 
(UARS) fell from the sky. 


BlackBerry service 'has been 
restored worldwide' 


BlackBerry service has been 
restored worldwide after sev¬ 
eral days of outages, the head 
of the company that makes the 
smartphones said Thursday. 

"All of the services are 
back up globally," Research in 
Motion (RIM) founder and 
president Mike Lazaridis told 
a press conference. 

Lazaridis earlier used a 
video message to apologize to 
the millions of BlackBerry 
users worldwide who were 
starved of instant access to 
emails and messaging over 
four days. 

Services in Europe, the 
Middle East, Africa, India, the 
United States, Canada and Latin 
America had been affected. 


Speaking on the fourth day 
of disruptions, which the firm 
has blamed on a backlog of 
emails caused by an initial 
technical failure, Lazaridis 
said: "I apologise for the serv¬ 
ice outages this week. We've 
let many of you down." 

RIM said Wednesday that 
an initial technical failure had 
prompted a build-up of mes¬ 
sages in its network, triggering 
a cascade of problems around 
the world that affected many 
of the firm's 70 million sub¬ 
scribers. 

The technical failure report¬ 
edly started at the company's 
British hub in Slough, a town 
west of London.

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EU's Barroso thanks Slovakia for 
eurozone bailout approval 


SOFIA (AFP) - European 
Commission president Jose 
Manuel Barroso thanked Slo¬ 
vakia yesterday for finally 
granting its approval to a cru¬ 
cial rescue fund for debt-laden 
members of the eurozone. 

"I want to use this opportu¬ 
nity to congratulate Slovakia," 
Barroso said after Bratislava 
approved the revamp of the 
European Financial Stability 
Facility (EFSF). 

"This is an important deci¬ 
sion for all of us in Europe," he 
told journalists in Sofia, where 
he was taking part in a meeting 
of the centre-right European 
People's Party. 

"I never had any doubt that 
Slovakia would support it be¬ 
cause it is in the interest of that 
country, in the interest of all 
euro-area countries, and in the 
interest of the European Union 
as a whole." 

The vote in the Slovakian 
parliament, which removed the 
final hurdle to expanding the 


European bailout fund to 440 
billion euros ($600 billion), 
came however at a price, top¬ 
pling Prime Minister Iveta 
Radicova's center-right gov¬ 
ernment and setting the stage 
for early elections. 

Barroso congratulated 
Radicova yesterday "because 
she has fought for what she be¬ 
lieved was important for her 
country and for Europe. This is 
the kind of leadership that we 
need in Europe." 

The EFSF rescue mecha¬ 
nism was set up in May 2010 
after Greece was first bailed 
out to save it from default. Slo¬ 
vakia was then the only euro¬ 
zone member to abstain from 
the first Greek rescue package. 

After eurozone leaders de¬ 
cided the EFSF needed more 
lending capacity and tools this 
year, Slovakia still refused to 
approve the revamped rescue 
mechanism and a first failed at¬ 
tempt to push the EFSF through 
parliament on Tuesday toppled 


Radicova's government. 

The Slovak scare prompted 
Barroso earlier yesterday to 
call for an end to the euro¬ 
zone's unanimous decision¬ 
making process. 

"We need comprehensive 
solutions now! The time to act 
in Europe is now! We cannot

Germany to 
use secret 
bank list to 
track 
fraudsters 


BERLIN (AFP) - Germany 
will prosecute fraudsters using 
stolen data it bought about its 
citizens who secretly deposited 
assets in HSBC bank in Lux¬ 
embourg, the German Finan¬ 
cial Times reports today. 

The German state of North- 
Rhine Westphalia bought for 
about three million euros a 
CD-ROM some months ago 
containing information on the 
bank accounts held by Ger¬ 
mans in Luxembourg, said the 
newspaper. 

Prosecutions by the treas¬ 
ury could start next month. 

Germany has in recent years 
been engaged in a crusade 
against tax evasion using bank¬ 
ing data from Lichtenstein and 
Switzerland, putting its ties 
with these countries at risk. 

Last year, Berlin recovered 
1.6 billion euros from fraud¬ 
sters using stolen data on Ger¬ 
mans who had placed assets in 
banks in these two countries, 
according to news reports. 

A CD-ROM from Lichten¬ 
stein was bought for 5.0 mil¬ 
lion euros in 2008, leading to 
the arrest of Deutsche Post ex¬ 
chief Klaus Zumwinkel, and 
his conviction on tax evasion. 

In 2009, German authorities 
turned their sights on lists of 
Swiss bank clients, also ob¬ 
tained at a price. 

The German Constitutional 
Court has given the go-ahead 
for the use of such data to track 
fraudsters.

Gap to triple stores in 
China by end-2012 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Gap, the 
US casual apparel retailer, un¬ 
veiled plans yesterday to 
nearly triple the number of its 
stores in China by the end of 
its 2012 business year as it 
looks outside of North Ame¬ 
rica to grow sales. 

Gap Inc., whose portfolio 
of brands includes Gap, Ba¬ 
nana Republic and Old Navy, 
outlined a strategy to increase 
total sales to counter lackluster 
demand in North America. 

In China, where Gap 
opened its first store in No¬ 
vember 2010, the company 
said it would expand from 
about 15 stores at the end of 
this year to about 45 by the end 
of fiscal 2012, in late January 
2013. 

The first Gap flagship store 
in Hong Kong is set to open in 
a matter of weeks, the com¬ 
pany noted. 

Gap also said it would open 
its first Old Navy store, its 
lower-priced brand, outside of 
North America, in Japan 
within the next 18 months.

US ex-hedge 
gets 11 years 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Dis¬ 
graced star Wall Street hedge 
fund manager Raj Rajaratnam 
was sentenced yesterday to 11 
years behind bars in the heavi¬ 
est US sentence for insider 
trading, although far below 
what prosecutors had sought. 

New York federal Judge 
Richard Holwell also ordered 
the Sri Lankan-born founder of 
the Galleon Group hedge fund 
to pay a fine of $ 10 million and 
restitution of $53.8 million. 

But he said Rajaratnam's 
poor health was the reason for 
refusing the prosecution's re¬ 
quest that the former trader be 
sentenced to as much as 24 
years in prison. 

Holwell revealed for the 
first time publicly that Rajarat¬ 
nam, 54, is suffering from "ad¬ 
vanced diabetes leading to 
imminent kidney failure." 

The judge added he was 
taking into account the fallen 
Wall Street trader's philan¬ 
thropy, saying Rajaratnam's 
"response to and care for the

doctor's trial told 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Lawyers for Michael Jack¬ 
son's doctor dropped a claim 
that the star may have drunk a 
killer drug overdose himself, 
as a senior medic said the 
King of Pop could have been 
saved. 

Cardiologist Alon Stein¬ 
berg blasted Conrad Murray, 
on trial over Jackson's 2009 
death from an overdose of 
propofol, saying the doctor 
should simply have called 911 
as soon as he saw the star had 
stopped breathing. 

"It's basic knowledge in 
America, you don't have to be 
a health care professional, that 
when someone is down you 
need to call 911 for help," 
Steinberg told jurors in grip¬ 
ping testimony. 

Murray says he left Jack- 
son for two minutes to go to 
the bathroom on June 25, 
2009, and returned to find him 
apparently lifeless. 

"When you monitor a pa¬ 
tient, you never leave their 
side, especially after giving 
propofol. It's like leaving a 
baby that's sleeping on your 
kitchen countertop," said 
Steinberg. 

Murray is accused of giv¬ 
ing Jackson an overdose of 
propofol while trying to help 


him sleep. His lawyers have 
claimed Jackson was a des¬ 
perate addict who gave him¬ 
self a fatal extra dose while 
Murray was out of the room. 

But in a surprise move be¬ 
fore the jury came into court, 
one of Murray's lawyers an¬ 
nounced they were dropping 
the claim that Jackson could 
have drunk a killer overdose. 

The 58-year-old doctor 
has admitted to giving Jack- 
son 25 milligrams of propofol 
around 10:40 am on the day 
he died, after the star had been 
awake all night, despite being 
given a series of doses of 
other less powerful sedatives. 

The theory that Jackson 
could have drunk more propo¬ 
fol, which the star referred to 
as "milk," while Murray was 
out of the room has been 
countered by evidence that no 
propofol was found in his 
stomach. 

In a police interview 
played at the trial, Murray re¬ 
counted how he had been 
treating Jackson for about two 
months as the star rehearsed 
in LA for a series of come¬ 
back shows in London. 

He was giving him propo¬ 
fol every night to help him 
sleep, but became concerned 
that Jackson was addicted to 
the drug, and three nights be¬ 
fore his death, he began trying 
to wean him off of it. 

When he found the star 
lifeless upon his return, Mur¬ 
ray began trying to revive him, 
but instead of calling 911, he 
called Jackson's personal as¬ 
sistant, who then called a se¬ 
curity guard, who eventually 
called 911 at 12:20 pm. 

Steinberg, a senior member 
of the California Medical 
Board, noted that paramedics 
arrived at the house only six 
minutes later — a period of 
time that could have saved 
Jackson's life if they were 
called immediately. 

The trial in Los Angeles 
Superior Court is expected to 
last five weeks, until the end 
of October. If Murray is con¬ 
victed, he faces up to four 
years in jail.

Rio’s open-armed Christ 
celebrates 80 years 



RIO DE JANEIRO(AFP)- 
Arms wide open above Rio 
de Janeiro, Christ the Re¬ 
deemer marked its 80th an¬ 
niversary Wednesday as the 
fifth largest statue of Jesus in 
the world and a symbol of the 
2016 Olympic city. 

Hundreds of worshippers 
are expected to celebrate the 
anniversary, aong with a 
vigil, concerts and an eight- 
meter (26-foot) cake, a fitting 
tribute in Brazil, the biggest 
Catholic country in the world 
with 130 million faithful. 

"The gift to Christ is the 
world's most beautiful city," 
Rio Mayor Eduardo Paes told 
reporters. "Christ, with open 
arms - this is how we welcome 


those who come visit us." 

Celebrations began late 
Tuesday with a youth vigil 
and an air show. 

Inaugurated on October 
12, 1931, the 38-meter (125- 
foot) statue was built and de¬ 
signed by Brazilian architect 
Heitor da Silva Costa. But it 
was a Frenchman of Polish 
descent who sculpted the 
Christ statue's head and 
hands. 

With its panoramic view 
of the city from atop the 710- 
meter (2,330-foot) Corcov- 
ado hill in the Tijuca Forest, 
the site has become a must- 
see destination for over a mil¬ 
lion visitors each year. 

Pope John Paul II was the 


first pope to bless the city at 
the Christ statue's feet in 
1980. In March, US President 
Barack Obama made a family 
trip there during an official 
visit to Brazil. 

It was declared a histori¬ 
cal monument in 1973 and in 
2007, the statue was listed as 
one of the new seven won¬ 
ders of the world. 

"It's the most amazing 
thing I have ever seen," a 
child said after visiting the 
statue with a school group. 

A Spanish couple posed 
nearby for a traditional pic¬ 
ture in front of the Christ.

"The UEFA Control and 
Disciplinary Body has today 
handed down a three-match 
suspension to England forward 
Wayne Rooney following his 
dismissal during the UEFA 
Euro 2012 qualifier in Mon¬ 
tenegro last Friday," said a 
UEFA statement. 

The Football Association is 
yet to decide whether or not to 
appeal. 

England had been hopeful 
that the 25-year-old would 
only serve a one-game ban 
after referee Wolfgang Stark 
admitted Rooney's acceptance 
of his red card could work in 
his favour. 

Rooney's sending off had 
reopened all the old question 
marks about the striker's tem¬ 
perament, echoing his 2006 


World Cup quarter-final dis¬ 
missal for a similarly reckless 
foul on Portugal's Ricardo 
Carvalho. 

England coach Fabio 
Capello said Rooney, who has 
73 caps, had been guilty of a 
"silly" mistake, and had al¬ 
ready revealed that he plans to 
use next month's friendly 
against world champions 
Spain at Wembley as an oppor¬ 
tunity to plan for the player's 
absence. 

Capello admitted that 
Rooney's behaviour was inde¬ 
fensible. 

Capello had also warned 
Rooney that he couldn't expect 
to stroll back into the squad 
after serving his suspension. 

The Italian added earlier 
this week: "I need to find the 
solution. And if we find that 
solution, he needs to work to 
return to the first 11. 


NBA impasse headed to mediation 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
NBA and its locked-out play¬ 
ers will take their contract dis¬ 
pute to a federal mediator as 
they try to resolve differences 
that have already cost the first 
two weeks of the season. 

George Cohen, director of 
the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service (FMCS), 
announced that he will over¬ 
see negotiations between the 
NBA and the NBA Players As¬ 
sociation,beginning next Tues¬ 
day in New York. 

Cohen, who tried to resolve 
the NFL's labor dispute 
months before it eventually 
ended, said he had been in 
contact with representatives on 
both sides of the basketball 
talks "for a number of 
months".

Negotiations between NBA 
owners and players stalled on 
Monday, and the league an¬ 
nounced it was calling off the 
first two weeks of its regular 
season, which had been sched¬ 
uled to start on November 1. 

Stumbling blocks in the 
talks have been a salary cap 
system — with owners favor¬ 
ing a hard cap without the cur¬ 


rent loop-holes available — 
and the division of revenues. 

Cohen oversaw talks be¬ 
tween NFL owners and play¬ 
ers for 16 days in February 
and March that didn't yield an 
agreement. 

When that mediation broke 
off on March 11, the union 
disbanded, players sued own¬ 
ers in federal court, and the 
league locked out players.

Djokovic assured of 
year-ending top spot 



PARIS (AFP) - Novak 
Djokovic will finish the year as 
world number one after closest 
rival and world number two 
Rafael Nadal was knocked out 
of the Shanghai Masters in the 
third round on Thursday. 

Djokovic, the Australian 
Open, Wimbledon and US 
Open winner in 2011, took top 
spot for the first time in his ca¬ 
reer when he deposed Nadal as 


All England Club champion in 
July. 

The Serb, who was forced 
to skip the Shanghai tourna¬ 
ment because of a back injury, 
is the 16th player to take the 
year-ending top spot since the 
world rankings were intro¬ 
duced in 1973. 

Djokovic is the first player 
other than Roger Federer 
(2004-07, 2009) or Nadal 
(2008, 2010) to finish number 
one since American Andy 
Roddick in 2003. 

He will be officially 
crowned as the year-end num¬ 
ber one at a special trophy 
presentation at the season-end¬ 
ing ATP World Tour Finals in 
London, where he will be com¬ 
peting for a fifth straight year. 

The tournament takes place 
from November 20-27.

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Cruz shines as Rangers rally 
to beat Tigers

DETROIT (AFP) - The Texas 
Rangers scored four runs in the 
11th inning Wednesday to beat 
the Detroit Tigers 7-3 and 
seize a commanding three- 
games-to-one lead in their 


Major League Baseball semi¬ 
final playoff series. 

The Rangers are now one 
victory away from winning the 
best-of-seven American League 
Championship Series and re¬ 
turning to the World Series. 

The Rangers, who fell to 
San Francisco last year in US 
baseball's championship show¬ 
case, will try to finish off the 
Tigers in game five on Thurs¬ 
day. 

Nelson Cruz delivered both 
defensively and offensively. 

His laser throw to Rangers 
catcher Mike Napoli at home 
plate in the eighth inning pre¬ 
vented Detroit's Miguel Cabr¬ 
era from scoring from third 
base, preserving a 3-3 tie that 
eventually sent the contest to 
extra innings. 

In the top of the 11th inning, 
Napoli hit a go-ahead single 
and Cruz then sealed it with a 
three-run home run — his fourth 
homer of the series — to stretch

Ellsbury, 28, was the first 
Red Sox player and one of 
four Major Leaguers — the 
most in a single season — to 
record 30 homers and 30 
stolen bases. 

Berkman was given the 
honor in the National League, 
where his effort this season 
have helped the Cardinals to 
the league championship se¬ 
ries. 

In 2010, Berkman hit a 
combined .248 with 14 home 
runs and 58 RBIs between 
the Houston Astros and New 


York Yankees. 

This year the 3 5-year-old 
has displayed the outstanding 
form shown earlier in his ca¬ 
reer, batting .301 with 31 
home runs and 94 RBIs. 

Berkman joined pitcher 
Chris Carpenter, the 2009 
winner, as the second Come¬ 
back Player of the Year win¬ 
ner in three years for the 
Cardinals.

Cardinals edge Brewers for series lead

ST. LOUIS (AFP) - The St. 
Louis Cardinals scored four 
runs in the first inning on 
Wednesday, enough for a 4-3 
victory over the Milwaukee 
Brewers in their Major League 
Baseball semi-final playoff se¬ 
ries. 

With the victory, the Cardi¬ 
nals took a two-games-to-one 
lead in the best-of-seven Na¬ 
tional League Championship 
Series. 

Albert Pujols, Jon Jay and 
David Freese each had RBI 
doubles and St. Louis scored 
another run on a double-play 
ground-out as the Cardinals 
pummelled Milwaukee's ace 
starting pitcher Yovani Gal¬ 
lardo for a 4-0 lead in the first 
frame. 

"When you make mistakes 
like we did the first inning, 


they're going to get their hits, 
they're going to score some 
runs," Brewers manager Ron 
Roenicke said. 

St. Louis starting pitcher 
Chris Carpenter struggled as 
well, but four Cardinals relief 
pitchers — Fernando Salas, 
Lance Lynn, Marc Rzepczyn- 
ski and Jason Motte — com¬ 
bined for four perfect innings 
to seal the victory. 

"It's not going to work very 
often that you can put four 
zeros against their offense," 
Cardinals manager Tony La 
Russa said. 

Carpenter allowed Milwau¬ 
kee to put runners on base in 
every inning against him. He 
lasted just five innings and al¬ 
most half of his 89 pitches 
were balls. He allowed six hits 
and three runs. 


Two of those runs came in 
the second inning, one on a 
sacrifice fly by Gallardo. 

Milwaukee's Mark Kotsay 
then led off the third inning 
with a home run that narrowed 
the gap to 4-3. Then the Car¬ 
dinals' bullpen stepped up. 

"You never know how it's 
going to work out," Carpenter 
said. "That's what's so fun 
about this game and that's 
what's so fun about pitching. 
Our guys did a fabulous job." 

"I think regardless of 
whether we're winning or los¬ 
ing the series, we recognize 
what's at stake," Milwaukee 
star Ryan Braun said. "We're 
going to prepare ourselves just 
like we've been doing and ex¬ 
pect to win tomorrow and 
hopefully get off to a good 
start."
